usefulness.  From  information  we  have  learned  that 
the  conduct  of  the  young  men  was  such  as  to  secure 
the  esteem  and  approbation  of  their  triends  an<l  bene¬ 
factors.  The  subject  of  this  obituary  had  some  reli¬ 
gious  impressions  before  he  left  Carey,  but  did  not  o 
tain  those  life-giving  evidences  of  a  renewed  mind,  un¬ 
til  the  revival  took  place  in  east  Poultney,  >  ermont, 
lS.3ft.  At  tliis  period  their  pastor,  tlie  Rev.  C.  B. 
Smith,  thus  writes  concerning  them.  “  Here  they 
became  more  thoughttul,  and  faithful  in  tlie  discharge 
of  their  religious  duties,  and,  about  tlie  first  ot  May, 
they  were  burieil  with  Christ  in  liaptism.”  At  this 
period,  Francis’  heall'.i  was  rapidly  declining,  yet  he  an¬ 
ticipated  the  pleasure  of  returning  to  his  own  people  ; 
he  continued  with  us  until  the  last  ot  September, 
when  he  died.  Air.  Smitii  tlien  writes,  “  he  had  an 
ardent  desire  to  return  to  his  kindred  for  the  purp(«e 
of  benefiting  them,  and  imparting  to  them  spiritual 
knowledge ;  but  he  eventually  became  reconciled  to 
leave  them  in  the  hands  of  Go-l,  and  go  and  be  with 
ChrisL  He  has  left,  tor  our  consolation,  unquestiona¬ 
ble  evidence  of  pictv,  and  we  coutiilently  hope  that 
be  has  gone  to  enjoy  the  blessings  of  the  righteous.'* 

The  survivor  was  excited  to  diligence  by  this  afflic¬ 
tive  dispensation.  VVe  learn  from  his  letters  at  that  time, 
that  the  condition  of  his  countrymen  lay  w’ith  impres¬ 
sive  weight  u|K)n  his  mind  :  he  expresses  much  grati¬ 
tude  to  G<xl  for  sending  Alissionari  s  among  them  to 
diffuse  the  light  of  the  Gospel :  he  applied  hirn.-^elf  in¬ 
tensely,  that  he  might  complete  his  course  of  study 
and  hasten  his  return  todosomething  tiirhis  own  dear 
people;  but  that  ILdy  Btdng  whose  ways  often  appear  I  are 
mysterious  to  man,  had  other  purposes  to  fulfil.  His 
health  became  impaired,  and  the  symptoms  of  a  con¬ 
sumption  w'cre  visible  upon  him;  he  was  obliged  to  re¬ 
linquish  his  studies  with  feelings  of  deep  regret,  as  he 
would  have  graduated  this  fall,  had  his  life  been  pro¬ 
longed.  A  journey  was  recommended  by  his  physicians 
BS  the  only  remaining  remedy.  He  arrived  at  Carey 
on  the  21st  of  August :  this  was  a  source  of  much 
pleasure  to  all  his  friends,  although  we  feared  he  might 
never  recover:  he  was  able  to  n-alk,  ride,  and  to  con¬ 
verse  for  three  weeks  after  his  :)rrival,  when  there  was 
a  sensible  change  in  hiscompl.iints.  During  tfiis time, 
the  interest  he  felt  for  his  pi'uple  was  manifest  by 
his  kindness  and  attention  to  them  in  his  intervals  of 
pain  and  distress. 

His  cough  iiicrea.sed,  his  lungs  became  ulcerated, 
and  death  had  marked  the  amiable,  interesting  youth 
for  his  own.  He  was  fully  sensible  of  his  approaching 
dissolution,  and  was  desirous  to  have  one  more  inter¬ 
view  with  an  elder  brother,  who  is  .still  a  savage  wan¬ 
derer  in  these  western  w’ilds.  Mrs.  S.,  a  female  Mis  - 
sionary,  who  had  Ix'en  his  consfaiit  atfcmiant,  and  be¬ 
stowed  upon  him  her  unremitted  care,  often  conversed 
with  him  in  his  distressed  turn.s  of  coiigliing  and 
respiration,  endeavouring  to  lead  his  mind  to  the 
sufferings  of  Christ  for  our  sins  ;  he  wished  very  much 
to  cherish  such  reflections,  but  said  he  could  not  always 
tliink  of  the.se  things  as  much  as  he  desired.  It  a{v 
pcared  that  he,  like  all  otlier  Christi.m.s,  had  conflicts  of 
■in  mingled  with  his  better  feelines  :  it  was  evident, 
however,  that  he  felt  much  of  that  peace  which  the 
world  has  not  power  to  give,  in  the  few'  religious  pri¬ 
vileges  he  enjoyed.  On  the  Sahtiath  previous  to  his 
death,  after  having  a  meeting  in  hi.s  nxim,  he  was  in  a 
very  happy  frame  of  mind,  and  said,  “  It  was  like  sit¬ 
ting  together  in  heavenly  places.”

questioned  him  upon  the  important  change  that  awaited 
him,  and  gained,  as  he  said,  perfect  satisfaction  a.s  it  re¬ 
garded  his  spiritual  state.  Ho  was  heard  to  say,  with 
a  smiling  counten.ance,  that  he  did  not  fear  death.  A 
few  Christian  friends  were  called  to  the  room  of  the 
dying  young  man  ;  they  propo.seil  to  unite  in  prayer 
and  singing,  during  which  exercises  a  fi.xed  attention 
was  observed  by  him  :  they  had  just  ceased  singing 
when  an  eruption  of  a  bliKid  vessel  took  place;  as  soon 
as  he  had  a  little  recovered,  he  said,  “  lay  me  upon  the 
bed,  fori  am  going.  ”  When  utterance  was  again  re¬ 
stored,  he  raised  his  hands  to  heaven,  exclaiming 
**  Dear  Jesus,  my  Saviour,  come,  I  long  to  be  with  thee, 
oh  come,  come  quickly;  I  must  leave  this  wicked 
W’orld  and  be  with  my  Saviour!”  After  a  short  inter¬ 
val,  he  called  a  younger  brother  who  w'as  standing  by 
his  bedside  to  ki.“«  him  ;  he  th‘m  reque.-Jted  Airs.  S — 
to  do  the  same,  and  said  to  her  “  I  .love  you,  I  do  love 
you  with  all  my  heart.”  It  appeared  that  it  was  too 
laborious  for  him  to  expre.«.^  his  grateful  feelings  by 
words,  and  that  he  wished  to  leave  this  token  of  affec¬ 
tion.  In  a  few  moments  he  ceased  to  breathe,  hut  we 
humbly  trust  that  his  happy  spirit  was  conveyed  by 
angels  info  a  world  of  perfect  happim,‘SN;  that  he  has 
found  a  scat  at  the  right  hand  of  Gfid  where  there  are 
pleasures  for  evermore.  Althouirii  he  was  not  permit¬ 
ted  to  remain  with  us  but  a  short  time,  we  fimnd  the 
separation  painful ;  he  had  endeared  himself  to  us  by 
his  daily  deportment,  in  which  we  discovered  a  spirit 
of  meekness,  the  image  of  his  Divine  Master,  and  in  his 
last  moments  has  left  a  sweet  memorial  of  himself  in 
our  hearts.  As  much  as  we  desired  the  continuance 
of  his  precious  life,  we  could  not  wish  him  to  leave 
tlie  abodes  of  bliss  and  immortal  glory,  to  return  to  this 
world  of  disappointment,  temptation  and  wo.  In  the 
lamented  death  of  this  promising  Indian  youth,  the 
Missionaries,  and  those  in.strumenfal  in  liringing  him 
from  savage  to  civilized  and  Chri.stian  life,  have  abun¬ 
dant  reason  for  encouragement  to  continue  in  well 
doing :  the  fruits  of  their  labour  have  first  entered  the 
portals  of  heaven,  perhaps  they  may  be  the  first  to 
welcome  their  entrance  to  the  Holy  City.  But  while 
we  rejoice  that  our  young  friend  has  gone  to  rest,  we 
mourn  ns  we  look  upon  the  wide-spread  desolation 
around  ns  ;the  Indians  are  perishing  for  lack  of  vision. 

Their  loss  is  irreparable  ;  who,  like  this  departinl 
youth,  are  desirous  to  impart  to  them  the  word  of  life; 
who  in  their  own  language  can  tell  them  of  a  glorious 
plan  of  salvation,  wrought  out  by  the  life  and  death  ot 
our  only  Saviour ;  and  who  can  toll  them  of  the  elficacy 
of  that  “  blooil  which  cleanseth  from  all  sin  !” 

Thomas  Baldwin,  whoa  few  years  ago,  wasa  wander¬ 
er  in  this  forest,  by  the  goodness  of  GckI,  had  been  brought 
to  experience  the  blessings  of  the  Gospel,  and  desired 
above  all  to  be  the  messenger  of  these  “  glad  tidings” 
to  his  forlorn  and  neglected  brethren.  May  Christians 
be  incited  to  more  diligence  in  the  spread  of  the  Gos¬

Or,  what  is  equally  worthy  of  conside¬ 
ration,  do  we  not  probably  attach  undue  im[)ortance  to 
the  change  in  circnuistances,  that  will  take  place 
when  we  c.xcinnge  this  world  for  heaven  !  It  is  im¬ 
possible  to  determine,  what  that  change  will  bo,  but, 
arc  wc  not  safe  in  saying,  it  cannot  constitute  the 
mni/i  difference  between  tiie  state  of  a  worldly-mind¬ 
ed  professor  of  religion  an  I  a  redeemed  saint  in  glory  ! 
Does  not  the  separation  between  the  inhabitants  of 
heaven  and  hell,  essentially  take  place  in  this  world! 
Are  not  the  chief  elements  of  heaven  already  in  each 
Christian’s  po-sse-ssion  1  It  seems  inifiossible  that  any 
change  of  circnmstance.s  should  affect  an  intelligent 
bifing  in  a  degree  at  all  to  be  compared  with  the 
change  that  takes  place  when  a  sinner  passes  “  from 
death  to  life.”

AVe  think  the  simple 
facts  liere  stated  speak  volumes  in  favour  of  the  Greek 
Mission.  The  success  of  the  Mission  thus  far,  has 
been  as  great  as  its  friends  could  reasonably  have  ex¬ 
pected:  and  its  future  prospects  are.  daily  becoming 
brighter  and  more  clieering.  We  would  therefore 
commend  w  ith  renewed  earnestness,  our  beloved  Mis. 
slonaries  and  the  cause  in  which  they  are  engaged,  to 
the  prayers  and  charity  of  those  who  desire  the  exten¬ 
sion  of  the  Redeemer’s  Kingdom. 

Athens,  JnhjQA,  1831. 

We  left  Tenos  on  the  evening  of  Monday  the  loth 
June.  I  cannot  exprejw  my  feelings  on  arriving  at  this 
place,  and  could  scarcely  believe  that  I  beheld  the 
Academy  and  could  walk  at  any  time  in  the  beautiful 
grove.  Our  school  was  opened  on  Monday  the  18th; 
on  Saturday  it  contained  4t>  girls  from  two  lo  eighteen 
years  old.  As  soon  as  we  can  procure  accommoda¬ 
tions  we  shall  separate  the  small  ones  into  an  infant 
school.  We  have  relied  on  the  Jjord  for  strength,  and 
have  so  far  found  it 

August  9th.  Both  mind  and  body  have  been  much 
engaged  with  onr  labours,  which  become  daily  more 
interesting.  Our  list  contains  ninty-nine  names,  from 
seveiity-eix  to  eighty  attended  regularly  during  the 
last  week.  The  beginning  was  in  a  cellar,  the  only 
place  we  could  get  Within  a  fortnight  we  found  it 
too  small.  Out  of  our  number  six  only  can  read,  twenty 
of  them  are  from  fourteen  to  twenty  years  old,  ten  of 


may  bring  our  Mission  into  notice,  and  extend  and 
strengthen  its  salutary  influence.  VV’e  know  full  well 
“that  it  is  better  to  trust  in  the  I/ord  than  to  put  any 
confidence  in  man;  it  is  better  to  trust  in  the  liOrd 
than  put  any  confidence  in  princes.” 

With  my  dear  faithful  companion  in  all  my  journey- 
ings  and  trials,  I  left  Tenos  and  the  society  of  dear 
friends  who  wept  sore  when  we  parted.  We  entered 
the  port  of  Pireus  at  night.  We  alighted  at  the  Pi- 
rean  gate,  and  traversed  the  broken  paths  on  foot  over 
the  choked  up  streets,  and  piles  of  stone  and  rubbish, 
broken  columns  and  ihittered  capitals  that  occupy 
what  once  was  Athens.  On  the  18th  of  July  we  com¬ 
menced  the  first  female  schoid  perhaps  ever  taught  in 
Athens.  We  commenced  with  twenty;  daily  acces¬ 
sions  soon  filled  onr  little  vault,  some  classes  were 
placed  outside  cxpo.scd  to  the  snn  and  dust.  The 
thermometer  ranged  from  90^  to  9f)°,  and  for  two  days 
stood  at  99°  in  the  shade.  .At  length  we  providentially 
obtained  a  house  and  fitteil  up  a  room  for  the  female 
school ;  it  has  a  gallery  for  infant  schools,  a  good  floor, 
&c.  There  are  one  hundered  and  sixty-five  scholars. 
'Po  attend  the  female  school,  1  rise  at  4  to  4^  A.  M. 
and  study  lessons  to  be  given  that  day.  I’o  teach 
Greek  after  so  short  a  residence,  is  no  easy  matter. 
F'rom  8  o’clock  till  past  12  is  spent  in  school.  From 
2  till  nearly  (i  I  am  employed  in  the  same  way.  The 
interval  is  devoted  to  various  calls  from  the  children 
for  their  sick  parents,  and  preparation  for  the  after¬ 
noon.  Only  a  few  miMiiept/i  is  allowed  for  dinner, 
and  none  for  repose,  which  seems  almost  necessary  for 
existence  in  this  hot  climate.  The  whole  evening  is 
sfient  in  fitting  work  for  the  sewing  dejiartment. 
7’hinirs  now  go  on  better,  six  fine  girls  have  been  rear- 
e<l  as  monitors.  All  recreation,  even  so  much  as  a 
walk,  is  out  of  the  question,  unless  on  Sunday  even¬ 
ing  after  onr  afternoon  service,  when  we  take  a  walk 
to  visit  the  families  of  our  poor  children.  This  is  always 
a  pleasant  and  profitable  exercise.  Many  a  poor  sick 
creature  have  we  healed,  and  many  cases  of  distress 
have  w’e  discoveroil,  that  would  have  remained  un¬ 
known.  The  gratitude  of  these  poor  people  is  really 
affecting.

EDUUATIO.\  IN  GIIEFCE. 

Faitow  Citizens, — .At  a  meeting  of  the  Friends  of 
Education  in  Greece,  we  were  appointed  a  Committee 
to  promote  that  important  cau.se — as  such  wc  address 
you— our  reasons  are  the  following  : — 

As  Greece  is  destitute  of  such  an  institution  as  may 
afford  her  youth  opportunities  of  a  good  education, 
many  resort  anniialiy  to  foreign  universities,,  and  too 
often  return  iinKelievers  and  libertines.  The  effect 
of  their  example  and  opinions  on  their  countrymen  is 
pernicious. 

Others  remain  at  home  in  idleness  which  brings  its 
attendant  vices  :  they  are  too  poor  to  seek  the  school 
— the  school  must  seek  them.  At  least  twenty-five 
hundred  young  Greeks,  who  would  gladly  avail  them¬ 
selves  of  the  advantages  of  such  an  institution,  are 
losing  the  be.sl  years  of  life — sorrowing  for  want  of  in¬ 
struction. 

Greece  is  destitute  of  common  schools,  because 
destitute  of  teachers.  Not  one  in  ten  can  read  and 
write.  Give  them  a  college,  and  you  give  them  in¬ 
structors. 


PREACHING  AT  AlHENN. 

The  following  extract  from  the  journal  of  the  Uev. 
Jonas  King  (in  the  Missionary  Herald  for  November,) 
proves  that  there  will  be  no  insuperable  obstacles  to 
the  preaching  of  our  Missionaries,  and  th.at  prob:ibly  to 
larger  and  more  attentive  audiences,  than  could  be 
collected  at  most  Missionary  stations  in  a  foreign 
land;  even  if  they  meet  with  opposition  from  priests 
and  rulers,  it  will  only  be  what  their  predecessors 
from  the  days  of  the  Apostles  have  experienced,  and 
they  may  in  spite  of  it  be  able  to  do  their  duty  with 
faithfulness  and  success. 

May  S.  In  the  morning  my  scholars  assembled  at 
an  early  hour,  and  I  expounded  to  them  and  others, 
who  happened  to  be  present,  the  17th  chapter  of  the 
Acts  of  the  Apostles,  but  spoke  more  particularly  on 
the  nobleness  of  the  Bereans,  when  compared  with 
the  Thessaloiiians,  and  drew  a  comparison  between 
the  Greeks,  who  receive  the  word  of  God,  and  the 
I.atins,  who  reject  it;  and  then  I  dwelt  at  large  on  the 
subject  of  St.  Paul’s  visit  to  Athens,  and  preaching 


here,  and  the  state  of  the  Greeks  at  the  time  of  his 
visit;  compared  St.  Paul’s  address  with  the  orations  of 
Demosthenes;  spoke  of  the  great  devotediiess  of  the 
Greeks  to  their  idols;  then  of  the  true  God;  and  how 
wonderful  it  was,  that  they,  so  wise  as  they  were, 
should  not  see  that  idols  were  nothing — that  the  mind 
of  Pericles,  and  those  who  made  the  statues  and 
temples,  were  more  to  be  respected  than  the  statues 
and  temples  themselves.  How  much  more,  then,  the 
Infinite  Being,  who  created  the  mind  of  Pericles,  and 
those  celebrated  artists,  whoae  fame  ha.s  come  down 


;  abroad,  of  a  religion  whose  practical  operations  have 
stamped  such  a  value  upon  its  character;  whose  influ¬ 
ence  universally  and  exclusively  is  holy,  and  thus  is 
proved  to  come  from  a  holy  Heing>  Must  he  not 
rather  be  astonished  at  the  lukewarmness  of  those 
J  who  have  received  such  a  treasure  without  money  and 
without  price,  but  will  impart  nothing  of  it  to  the 
needy  and  perishing?  Must  he  not  suppose,  either 
that  it  is  not  worth  communicating,  or  that  it  imparts 
no  feeling  of  exp:insive  benevolence  to  its  possessor, 
or  that  those  who  profess  to  have  it  in  possession  are 
themselves  deceived*  'I  he  I.nst  supposition  is,  unhap¬ 
pily,  sometimes  true;  those  which  precede  it  never. 
The  value  of  true  religion,  and  its  philanthropic 
tendency,  are  always  the  same;  the  variation  in  its 
effects,  is  to  be  found  in  those  who  profess  to  feel  its 
influence. 

Just  in  the  degree,  then,  in  which  Christians  cir¬ 
cumscribe  the  influence  of  the  Gospel,  do  they  injure 
its  character  and  diminish  its  power  to  do  good.  .And 
in  proportion  as  it  extends  its  influence  anil  its  bless¬ 
ings,  will  \t*  efficacy  with  the  blessing  of  God  be  in¬ 
creased.  Wliat  a  solemn  responsibility  then  rests 
upon  every  Christian,  not  only  to  exhibit  a  genuine 
representation  of  Chri.stian  character  himself,  but  to 
do  what  he  can  towards  its  formation  in  the  hearts  of 
others.  It  is  true,  (and  none  can  urge  this  truth  with 
a  deeper  sense  of  its  importance  than  ourselves,)  that
